In presenting the Balance Sheet, we call’ attention to the Company’s strong financial position 
as disclosed by the large amount of cash on hand, and other quick assets, and the comparatively 
small amount of current liabilities. After providing for interest on our Bonds and Dividends on our, 


The  disidinaniéa of cement . aii the pest gas was not’ as Tite as anticipated. Our business 
also suffered on account of the Railways not being able to meet our full reqhirements for cars during 
the heavy shipping season; consequently, we carry oves,from last year 781,116 barrels of cement. 

Early in 1910 the price of our product was fixed at a} lower price than cement had ever been 
sold for in Canada, excepting for a short period in 1909, but your Directors are pleased to state 
_ that the anticipated savings in manufacturing and diatribating our mi preriacte were such that they were 
"able to still further reduce this price. 

We trust, when you consider the above mentioned conditions, anf also the fact that’ during 1910 
our plants were only operated to 57.6 per cent. of their capacity, the profits shown will be panavianed 
to the ‘Shareholders. 

During’ the current year we lovk for a larger natural demand, which demand will be stimu- 
lated by continuing to manufacture a strictly high erade, article, and by selling it at the lowest pos- 


} sible price, This anticipated in¢rease will enable us jto"operate our plants to better advantage than in 


the past, but’ we do not expect that the demand will be*shfficient.to enablé us.to put into operation 
either of, the two plants which have been idle since the organization of this Company.
